The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior art does not anticipate or make obvious, inter alia, removing a portion of the first 
type ion-doped well to form at least one first opening without exposing the first type ion- 
doped buried layer; and forming a second type ion-doped region in the first type ion- 
doped well at the bottom of the first opening; wherein said variable capacitor is formed 
without forming any vertical structures extending into the substrate in the form of 
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trenches, as required by Claim 14, and independent Claims thereof. Claims 22-27 are 
allowed for the reasons of record.
